GOP Hopes 


3 Successes 
for Nixon, 
Agnew Travels

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


campaign travels of President 
Nixon and Vice President Spiro 
T. Agnew stacked 
up rather 


poorly against election results 
Tuesday night, but they had 
three sparkling successes. 


The high points of election 


success measured against the 
President's unprecedented par- 
ticipation in an off-year election 
came in Tennessee and Connect- 
icut where Republican candi- 
dates took both governorships 
and senate seats, and in New 
York where conservative James 
L. Buckley, the administration's 
choice, was elected to the Sen- 
ate. 


Vice President Agnew, who in 


six weeks of travel spearheaded 
the administration's campaign 
efforts, visited all three states, 
and was the first to repudiate 
Sen. 
Charles Goodell, the Re- 


publican seeking re-election. 


But in almost complete re- 


turns from Tuesday's voting, 
Republicans had won only ten 
top-ticket contests in the 37 
states visited by either the Pres- 
ident or vice president or both. 
Democrats had won 25 of the 
Senate or gubernatorial races in 
these states decided by mid- 
night. 


While Republicans had taken 


statehouse and Senate plums 
from 
the Democrats 
in two 


states, and a Senate seat in 
Maryland, Democrats had taken 
away one Republican Senate 
seat, in Illinois, and eight gov- 
ernorships in states where the 
administration chiefs had tried 
to help local candidates. 


One of the biggest Nixon-Ag- 


new disappointments was in 
Florida where both had cam- 
paigned extensively late in the 
campaign. 
Democrats ousted 


Republican Gov. Claude Kirk 
and thwarted a GOP bid for the 
Senate seat vacated by retiring 
Democrat Spessard Holland. 


In Texas, where both had 


campaigned, the GOP failed in 
strong bids for governor and 
Senate iid.s

Tydings, who ranked high on 


Agnew's list of so-called "radi- 
cal liberals," was defeated by 
43-year-old J. Glenn Beall Jr., a 
one-term congressman who was 
minority floor leader of the 
Maryland House while Agnew 
was governor.

Congressman 


Robert A. Taft, son of the late 
"Mr. Republican" senator and 
grandson of President William 
Howard Taft won his second try 
for the Senate from Ohio, de- 
feating millionaire labor lawyer 
Howard M. Metzembaum. 


The seat had been held by re- 


tiring Democrat Stephen Young. 


The victory of Democrat Law- 


ton Chiles in Florida will bring 
to the Senate a man who could 
turn out to be one of its freshest 
and most colorful new personal- 
ities. 


"Walkin1 Lawton" won a pri- 


mary election by walking the 
1,000-mile length of the state 
and went on to defeat eight- 
term Republican Congressman 
William C. Cramer, with a peo- 
ple-to-people campaign costing 
only $50,000. 


In California where the final 


days of a hard hitting law and 
order campaign were oversha- 
dowed by a rock-throwing at- 
tack on President Nixon, 35- 
year-old Tunney denied incum- 
bent Murphy a second term. 


In Connecticut, wealthy Low- 


ell Weicker Jr., 39-year-old one- 
term 
congressman, 
defeated 


Democrat 
Joseph 
Duffey, 
a 


strong liberal and Congregation- 
al minister, and Thomas A. 
Dodd, a former Democrat seek- 
ing re-election as an independ- 
ent. 


Senate leaders of both parties 


had little trouble winning re- 
election although Minority Lead- 
er Hugh Scott had more than he 
expected in Pennsylvania. Dem- 
ocratic Leader Mike Mansfield 
was a shoo-in as expected from 
Montana. 


Stevenson, son of the former 


two-time presidential candidate 
and ambassador to the United 
Nations, easily defeated Repub- 
lican Smith, seeking election to 
the seat he was appointed to aft- 
er the death of Everett M. Dirk- 
sen.

District 8, Newton -and ; John- 
son counties, and Rep. George 
E. Nowotny Jr. in District 12, 
Crawford and Sebastian coun-

mustering enough votes to in- 
sure their re-election. Chrisman 
is from Clarksville, Nowotny 
from Fort Smith. 


Patrick lost to a 21-year-old 


University of Arkansas law stu- 
dent, Steve Smith, also of Hunts- 
ville. Patrick had 4,062 votes 
and Smith had 4,771.

The Bumpers percentage of 


the vote was the largest for a 
gubernatorial candidate since 
1962, when Faubus rolled up 73 
per cent in swamping the GOP 
candidate, Willis "bubs" Rick- 
etts of Fayetteville.

Rockefeller, 58, watched re- 


turns at one of his offices

Marion Burton, Rockefeller's 


campaign director, 
said 
the 


governor had decided to go to 
bed without visiting the head- 
quarters. Aides said Rockefeller 
would make a public statement 
this afternoon. ' 


He had not conceded defeat 


at the time he retired. 


Burton said at the time that 


the governor "realizes the votes 
are coming in very slowly and 
has decided not to make a 
statement until more of the 
votes can be assessed." 


Crowds left the headquarters 


after they were told the gover- 
nor would not show up. Tears 
were in the eyes of many wom- 
en supporters. 


Bumpers led in 72 of 
the 


state's 75 counties in incom- 
plete and unofficial returns. 


Rockefeller, the state's first 


GOP governor 
since 
Recon- 


struction, led only in Lee, Phil- 
lips and Union counties. Rocke- 
feller carried Lee County and it 
appeared he would carry Union. 


Cockrill, 45, who was consid- 


ered to be grooming to run for 
governor in the future, did bet- 
ter than Rockefeller, leading in 
nine counties. 


Cockrill had hoped to succeed 


Republican Lt. Gov. Maurice 
Britt in office. Britt, who has 
served two terms with Rocke- 
feller, did not run again this 
year. He was the governor's 
campaign manager. 


Bumpers' victory capped a 


startling campaign in which he 
rose from a political nonentity, 
virtually unknown outside his 
hometown of Charleston, popu- 
lation 1,350, to finish second in 
the eight-man Democratic pref- 
erential primary and then to 
easily dispose of Faubus in the 
runoff. 


Bumpers, whose ability to ar- 


ticulate his thoughts and to pro- 
ject sincerity were considered 
major campaign assets, was in 
a jovial mood when he met 
with supporters. 


"I heard a newscaster say to- 


night that it looks like because 
of my great success that I was 
going to pull all of the Demo- 
cratic legislators into the legis- 
lature," he said. "I said I hope 
I have a tape of that to play 
back to them when they balk 
on me (on) the first piece of 
legislation I have." 


One of the issues raised in the 


campaign by Bumpers was that 
an impasse had developed be- 
tween Rockefeller and the Gen- 
era] Assembly. 


Bumpers said he was pleased 


to hear that Rockefeller had 
said he would continue to work 
for the benefit of the state no 
matter the outcome of the elec- 
tion. 


"I also want to say I think 


Gov. 
Rockefeller has made a 


very worthy contribution to this 
state both as a citizen and as 
governor," the governor-elect 
said. "Certainly he has accom- 
plished many things for the 
people of Arkansas in his ten- 
ure as governor." 


Bumpers, who had claimed 


that he had fulfilled his pledge 
to 
unity 
the faction-riddled 


Democratic party, said he be- 
lieved he had received support 
from most of the independent 
voters in the state. 


He said the number of inde- 


pendent voters had been in- 
creasing, most of them coming 
from the ranks of the Demo- 
crats. 


He said some "very com- 


petent people" were in the 
Rockefeller administration and 
that he planned to meet with 
them soon. 


"I hope for a very orderly 


transition 
(of 
government)," 


Bumpers said. "I know I can 
expect the utmost cooperation 
from the governor in achieving 
that." 


He said he had made no de- 


cisions on which state employes 
he would like to keep and which 
he would like to replace. 


Sen. 
J. W. Fulbright, D-Ark., 


offered Bumpers his congratu- 
lations and said, "It's going to

Social Security

QUESTION: I recently filed for 
social security benefits, but was 
told I needed two quarters to 
qualify. Cart I pay these quarters 
myself and qualify for benefits? 
ANSWER: No. Social security 
quarters must be earned from 
actual work as an employee, or 
from self-employment. 
QUESTION: What is a social 
security quarter and how are 
they earned? 
ANSWER: 
A social security 


quarter is a calendar quarter of 
the year. For example: January, 
February, March is a calendar 
quarter. You receive social 
security credit for a quarter by 
working in employment covered 
by social security with earnings 
of at least $50 in that quarter. If 
you are self-employed and net at 
least $400 in the taxable year, 
then you receive credit for four 
quarters for that year. 
QUESTION; I have worked 
under social security for a good 
many years, and I have been told 
that I can draw monthly benefits. 
I don't want the medical in- 
surance part of Medicare. Do I 
have to sign up in the 3 months 
before I reach age 65 or lose my 
hospital insurance? 
ANSWER: You may sign up any 
time for the hospital insurance 
but it is much better to sign up 
during this period than to wait 
until you need to go to the 
hospital. There is no premium 
charge for Part A, the hospital 
part of the insurance. 
Q U E S T I O N : 
I 
have 


always understood that the 
hospital insurance part of 
Medicare provided rather ex- 
tensive protection. However, 
someone told me that the 
coverage ended after 60 days' 
hospital confinement, 


ANSWER: Your information is 


incorrect. An insured worker 
may have as much as 150 days in 
1 benefit period and then 90 days 
of this would be renewed after 
the person was not confined to a 
hospital or skilled nursing 
facility for a continuous period of 
60 days. 
QUESTION: A friend of mine 
has been a bed patient in a 
nursing 
home 
where 
she 


received a great deal of skilled 
nursing care. She said this was 
covered by her Medicare in- 
surance. 


ANSWER: This is possible. 


The Medicare Part A coverage 
provides up to 100 days of ex- 
tended care in a benefit period. 
There are some restrictions on 
this care. These restrictions are: 
person must need the care, 
doctor must certify the needs, 
person must have been in a 
hospital for at least 3 days and 
admitted to extended care 
facility within 14 days after 
leaving a hospital and the ad- 
mission if for further treatment 
of the hospital confining illness.

Gibson became the third man 


in history to win the Young 
Award as the top pitcher in his 
league more than once since its 
inception in 1956.

Gibson, 23-7 for the Cardinals 


after winning only two games in 
the first six weeks of the 1970 
season, received 23 of the 24 
first place votes in balloting by 
the Baseball Writers Associa- 
tion of America. 


The other first place ballot 


went to San Francisco's Gay- 
lord Perry, who finished second 
to Gibson in the voting. Gibson, 
the only hurler named on all 24 
ballots, totaled 118 points. Perry 
finished with 51 and Ferguson 
Jenkins of the Chicago Cubs had 
16.

tackles last

swamped Miami 35-0. 


Then he took a look at the 


game 
statistics—and 
almost 


blew his top. 


"They got 201 rushing yards," 


Curtis growled. "That's terrible. 
Things like that should never 
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happen. We'll have to do better 
than that." 


It would be difficult to im- 


prove on Curiis' individual per- 
formance against the Dolphins, 
however. Today, the 23-year-old 
muscleman was singled out by 
The Associated Press as the De- 
fensive Player of the Week in 
the National Football League. 


Curtis, who says he plays foot- 


ball "because it's the only place 
you can hit people and get away 
with it," made six solo tackles 
and assisted on nine more as 
the Colts shut off Miami's Bob 
Griese-Paul Warfield long-ball 
game and limited the Dolphins 
to one penetration inside the 40- 
yard line. 


The 232-pound middle man 


picked off a Griese pass late in 
the second quarter and rumbled 
10 yards to set up the Colts' sec- 
ond touchdown. He intercepted 
John Stofa in the final quarter 
and ran 18 yards to the Dol- 
phins' 10, and the Colts quickly 
cashed in for another score.

burden on Curtis' shoulders for 
this igame^ because? .We-^feltiwe- 
had to force them to throw 
short," said Hank Bullough, 
who coaches the Baltimore line- 
backers.

Nixon Seems 
Satisfied 
With Outcome 
SAN CLEMENTE, Calif. (AP) 


— President Nixon, who made a 
major investment of time and 
energy in the 1970 campaign, 
was described today as well sat- 
isfied with the outcome of bal- 
loting for Senate and House 
seats. 


Having scaled 
down initial 


high hopes of several weeks 
ago, 
Nixon and his associates 


could claim a victory of sorts in 
the results, which closely paral- 
leled the final and more modest 
pre-election predictions of presi- 
dential aides. 


Asked to sum up White House 


views on the results, Press Sec- 
retary Ronald L. Ziegler said 
Tuesday night: 


"We're pleased ... We have 


turned the trend of tradition." 


Ziegler referred to the off- 


year tradition that the party 
holding the White House nor- 
mally loses 30 to 35 House seats 
and also surrenders strength in 
the Senate. This year, however, 
some observers had not antici- 
pated GOP Senate losses be- 
cause 25 Democratic seats were 
at stake compared with only 10 
held by Republicans. 


In one area, the White House 


clearly was disappointed. Her- 
bert Klein, the administration's 
director of communications, ac- 
knowledged, "I think we can 
honestly say we would like to 
have done better ... in the gov- 
ernorships." 
The 
Democrats 


took over 12 state houses from 
the GOP. 


Robert Finch, counselor to the 


President, said "there is no na- 
tional trend out of" the election 
returns. But he said, "We have 
broken the historical mold." 


Had Nixon not campaigned in 


23 states, Finch said, "There 
would have been a far different 
result." 


Klein also praised the cam- 


paign role of Vice President Spi- 
ro T. Agnew, acknowledging 
that Agnew had drawn a lot of 
criticism.

For Winter Ahead 


By RICHARD PUTNAM PRATT 


Now that the frost is on the 


pumpkin, it's time to get in- 
lercsted again in that fire in 
the furnace. 


U n f o r t u n a t e l y , modern 


heating systems operate too 
simply" for the good of their 
owners. A gas-fired, high- 
efficiency boiler, for exam- 
ple, when equipped with a 
pilot light and thermostat, 
simply shuts itself off in the 
spring and turns on again in 
(he fall. 


The owner can easily lull 


himself into the belief that 
he has purchased a perpet- 
ual-motion machine that will 
go on forever. 


If he allows himself to be 


thus beguiled into a state of 
inaction, however, it's liable 
lo be an expensive vacation. 


No appliance will remain in 
perfect operating condition 
for long if it is not regularly 
cleaned and adjusted. 


The gas-fired boiler is a 


good example. It uses either 
manufactured or natural gas 
which must be mixed with 
oxygen to burn properly. The 
gas must come through a 
tiny orifice, while the oxy- 
gen comes through a port 
controlled by a shutter. 


Let this orifice become 


p a r t i a l l y clogged, or the 
shutter slip, and the result is 
an incorrect mixture. 


Unfortunately, an i n c o r - 


rect mixture will burn, after 
a fashion. But it probably 
won't p r o d u c e 
sufficient 


heat, and it will almost cer- 
tainly cost more money than 


it should. 


Oil burners are even more 


prone to maladjustment, if 
only because there are more 
things to go wrong. Lines, 
pumps, screens and nozzles 
are all subject to clogging. 
Annual cleanings are essen- 
tial. 


Here again, the amount of 


heal you will get for your 
money is controlled by 'how 
finely the combustion 'mech- 
anism is tuned, and that's a 
job for an expert. 


Ideally, all this kind of 


work should have been done 
last summer. Public utilities 
will sometimes clean and ad- 
just free in the summer, but 
levy a charge for the same 
kind of work done after the 
heating season begins. 


But don't let that make 


you put it off. You are still 
in the earliest stages of the 
heating season. Money spent 
now to correct 
inefficient 


healing plants will pay a 
dividend in fuel savings for 
at least six months. 


One other job you prob- 


ably meant lo do last sum- 
mer can also cut heating 
costs. That's the weather- 
stripping of doors and win- 
dows. 
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Somebody once estimated 


that the little chinks and 
cracks in a typical house 
would equal an opening the 
size of a small window if 
they were all added together. 
Anyone who has lived in an 
older house will have little 
trouble believing that. 


But even new homes have 


gaps that contribute to heat 
loss. The most obvious ones 
are 
usually 
around 
outer 


doors, particularly at 
the 


bottoms. As liltle as one- 
e i g h t h of an inch crack 
there, m u l t i p l i e d by the 
three-fool width of the door, 
becomes a hole 4'/a inches 
square. That's enough to let 
in quite a breeze. 


Weatherslripping is cheap 


and not too demanding a job. 
So snoop around the edges of 
your doors 
and windows. 


Whenever you feel a breeze 
on your cheek, you'll know 
that's-a place where a piece 
of stripping will save you 
money.

He is the person with 
an e x c e s s i v e drive for 
achievement and u s u a l l y 
runs his life by the clock—a 
s t r o n g s e n s e of time- 
urgency. 


The type B personality is 


the don't-give-a-damn type. 


• He doesn't mind being late 


and life vicissitudes aren't 


t important enough to get ex- 
cited about. 


The problem may be more 


complex than that. It is dif- 
ficult to imagine that there 
were no type A personalities 
before 1900 and only since 
then have heart attacks be- 
come such a common occur- 
rence. 


Dr. Lawrence Hinkle Jr. 


s t u d i e d 270,000 men em- 
played by the Bell System. 
He found men with high lev- 
els of responsibility had no 
more heart a t t a c k s than 
others. His study showed 
that men who were less well- 
educated, less successful, or 
had achieved a high level of 
responsibility with a mini- 
mal educational background 
were more likely to have a 
heart attack. 


The study of the Bell Sys- 


tem's employes and the ap- 
parent d i f f e r e n c e in the 
type A and type B personali- 
ties may mean that frustra- 
tion is the key factor. The 
less-educated man striving 
for a higher position may 
feel frustrated. The type A 
personality with a true sense 
of time-urgency may be frus- 
trated. 


You can't really talk about 


stress in our lives without 
including its associated hab- 
its. The executive is stressed 
by more than e m o t i o n s . 
Meeting after meeting, or 
even a talk with an employe, 
is usually accompanied by 
coffee and, too often, ciga- 
r e t t e s . Many conferences 
have the ever-present coffee 
urn. The e x e c u t i v e and 
many office workers con- 
sume large quantities of cof- 
fee and cigarettes. They get

little or no physical exercise. 
If you check their resting 
heart rate in the midafter- 
noon, it is often over 100 
beats a minute—well above 
optimal levels for healthy, fit 
men. The coffee, cigarettes 
and inactivity, independent 
of so-called "executive 
stress," will produce these 
effects—and they are well- 
established factors in caus- 
ing heart and artery disease, 
as well as contributing to ul- 
cers and nervousness. 


The best approach to of- 


fice stress is to correct bad 
habits—then add to that a 
sensible exercise program on 
a daily basis, to counteract 
unresolved stress.

MacLaine when she came to 
films. She was a kook, a pixy, 
an oddball with a marriage that 
made no sense to anyone but 
her and Steve Parker. 


Miss MacLaine has now writ- 


ten an autobiography, "Don't 
Fall Off the Mountain "-her 
husband's suggestion when she 
left for the Himalayas. The book 
will probably not change the 
Hollywood assessment of her. 
But less prejudiced readers will 
find her a warm, compassion- 
ate, perceptive woman. 


Also a good writer, if we can 


believe her publisher's claim 
that nobody ghosted the 270 
pages for her. 


"Don't Fall Off the Mountain" 


is actually two books of equal 
length. The first details her 
childhood, her rise to stardom 
and the hell that ensued. 


The second half concerns her 


travels: "My life expanded and 
opened up on all levels when I 
began to travel," she writes. 
"I've always felt that I would 
never develop into a really fine 
actress because I cared more 
about life beyond the camera 
than the life in front of it." 


Her wanderings took her into 


black life in the Deep South, to 
a Paris brothel to research 
"Irma La Douce," to village ex- 
istence among the Masai in Af- 
rica, and to the Hiltonesque— 
James, not Conrad—Bhutan on 
the roof of the world. 


Her accounts of these adven- 


tures demonstrate that the girl 
has guts, as well as a keen, ob- 
serving eye. 


The author's tone is generally 


kind, but there are some heav- 
ies in her book. One is the late 
columnist Mike Connolly, whom 
she slapped—her lawyer had 
warned her that a closed fist 
would be assault. 


Other victims of Miss Mac- 


Laine's pen are her father and 
producer Hal Wallis. 


Her father, Ira 0. Beaty, is 


pictured as an uptight Southern- 
er who did everything possible 
to humiliate her ambitions to 
become a performer. In later 
years he declined to allow Shir- * 
ley to bring Sidney Poitier to 
dinner—"It's not that I wouldn't 
be delighted; it's the neighbors 
... I have to live here when din- 
ner is over. You don't."

party in the White House. 


But the Democrats more than 


made up for the congressional 
standoff by regaining the gover- 
norships of Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
Wisconsin and Minnesota, plus 
•enough smaller states to win a 
majority of state houses for the 
first time since the 1964 Lyndon 
B. Johnson landslide. 


In many Senate and House 


contests, traditional Democratic^ 
economic 
appeals 
plus 
the 


strength of incumbency proved 
more powerful than the Republi- 
can "law and order" campaign 
led by Nixon and Vice President 
Spiro T. Agnew. But local is- 
sues, particularly taxes, domi- 
nated many governors races. 


At the Western White House 


in San Clemente, Calif., Nixon 
was reported by press secretary 
Ronald L. Ziegler to be very 
pleased with the results. Repub- 
licans, he said, had "turned the 
trend of tradition" by reducing 
normal White House losses in 
midterm 
congressional 
elec- 


tions. 


Agnew, speaking at Republi- 


can headquarters in Washing- 
ton, said the results gave Nixon 
"a working majority" in the 
Senate 
of pro-administration 


Republicans and Southern Dem- 
ocrats. He said he wished the 
GOP had done better in gover- 
norship contests. 


For the Democrats, national 


Chairman Lawrence F. O'Brien 
.said Nixon and Agnew "would 
be hard put to call this anything 
but a defeat, Tonight we find 
the Democratic party a majori- 
ty party in America." 


The 
biggest 
Republican 


names among the governors, 
Ronald Reagan of California 
and Nelson A. Rockefeller of 
New York, were easily re-elect- 
ed in the nation's two largest 
states. 


But elsewhere, the GOP lost 


heavily in the races for state 
houses. Two big names among 
Southern 
Republicans—Govs. 


Winthrop Rockefeller of Arkan- 
sas and Claude R. Kirk Jr. of 
Florida—were 
unseated 
by 


"new look" Democrats 
Dale 


Bumpers and Reubin Askew. 


In Wisconsin, Democrat Pat- 


rick Lucey ended six years of 
Republican domination by de- 
feating Lt. Gov. Jack Olson for 
governor. 


In Ohio, John J. Gilligan 


trounced 
Republican 
Roger 


Cloud in the wake of a loan 
scandal that split GOP ranks. 


To the east, millionaire Demo- 


crat Milton J. Shapp won his 
second bid for Pennsylvania's 
governorship by defeating Lt. 
Gov. Raymond Broderick. 


The gubernatorial victories 


gave the Democrats at least 26 
state houses, a solid base for the 
1972 presidential drive just as 
GOP successes in 1966 helped 
Nixon's successful effort two 
years ago. 


Nixon and Agnew's strenuous 


campaign efforts—the President 
campaigned in 23 states, the 
vice president in 32—bore fruit 
in only a handful of Senate 
races. 


In Tennessee, veteran Demo- 


cratic Sen. Albert Gore, an op- 
ponent of the Vietnam war and 
labeled by Republicans as their 
No. 1 target, lost his seat to 
GOP conservative Rep. William 
E. Brock III. 


In Indiana, in a race Republi- 


cans had considered one of their. 
*6p -hbpesv ^in^aW^nf 
Vance Hartke clung to a lead of 
less than 2,000 votes over Rep. 
Richard Roudebush with more 
than 90 per cent of the votes 
counted. 


In Agnew's home state of 


Maryland, liberal 
Democratic 


Sen. Joseph D. Tydings was up- 
set by Republican Rep. J. Glenn 
Beall Jr., a Nixon supporter and 
the son of the man Tydings un- 
seated six years ago. 


Rep. Lowell P. Weicker Jr., a 


moderate Republican, won in 
Connecticut's 
three-cornered 


Senate race in which the Demo- 
cratic 
incumbent, 
Thomas 


Dodd, lost as an independent. 


And in Ohio, Rep. Robert Taft 


Jr., son of the man known as 
"Mr. Republican," led for the 
Senate seat he barely lost six 
years ago. 


In New York, Conservative 


party nominee James L. Buck- 
ley, running with tacit adminis- 
tration support as the Nixon loy- 
alist in another three-way race, 
defeated Democratic Rep. Rich- 
ard Ottinger and Republican 
Sen. Charles E. Goodell, while 
Democratic Sen. Harry F. Byrd 
Jr. won a new term in Virginia 
as an independent. 


Byrd became the first inde- 


pendent to win election to the 
Senate since the late George W. 
N orris of Nebraska in 1936. 


But 
these 
administration 


triumps were offset in part by 
some strong Democratic show- 
ings. 


In Illinois, Adlai E. Stevenson 


III, son of the former governor 
and two-time Democratic presi- 
dential nominee, defeated Re- 
publican Sen. Ralph 
Tyler 


Smith, the appointed successor 
of the late Everett M. Dirksen. 


In California, Rep. John V. 


Tunney, son of former heavy- 
weight boxing champion Gene 
Tunney, knocked out Republi- 
can Sen. George Murphy. 


They emerged from the elec- 


tion as the leading new national 
figures 
for 
the 
Democrats, 


along with John J. Gilligan, 
elected governor of Ohio. 


Other big Democratic winners 


included former Vice President 
Hubert H. Humphrey—returned 
to his old Minnesota Senate seat 
—Sen. Edmund S. Muskie of 
Maine and Sen. Edward M. 
Kennedy of Massachusetts. 


Both Muskie, rated the front- 


runner for the 1972 Democratic 
presidential 
nomination, and 


Kennedy piled up margins of 


more than 60 per cent. 


But Kennedy's victory was 


not sufficient to elect a Demo- 
cratic governor—Republican 
Francis W. Sargent won a full 
four-year term. Muskie's run- 
ning mate, Gov. Kenneth Curtis, 
led in a tight struggle with Re- 
publican James Erwin. 


In Minnesota, Humphrey led a 


Democratic sweep that carried 
state Sen. Wendell Anderson 
into the governorship.

Tennessee, where Brock's Sen- 
ate triumph was accompanied 
by the election of Memphis Den- 
tist Winfield Dunn as the state's 
first Republican governor of 
this century, did the GOP score 
a Dixie success. 


Besides the defeats of Kirk 


and Winthrop Rockefeller, GOP 
bids for governorships lost in 
Georgia, South Carolina 
and 


Texas. 


In two key Deep South Senate 


races, Democrat Lawton Chiles 
defeated Republican Rep. Wil- 
liam C. Cramer 
in Florida, 


while Democrat Lloyd M. Bent- 
sen Jr. turned back the bid of 
GOP Rep. George Bush in Tex- 
as.

issues in two states—New York 
and Texas—«ven though Repub- 
licans lost. 


In New York, Buckley, who 


said he would vote with Republi- 
cans to organize the Senate, will 
support Nixon far more than 
Goodell. 


In Texas, both Bentsen and 


Bush were closer ideologically 
to the President than Sen. Ralph 
Yarborough, the liberal Demo- 
crat defeated by Bentsen in a 
primary battle last May. 


Democratic senators against 


whom Nixon or Agnew personal- 
ly campaigned—but who won 
anyway—included Harrison Wil- 
liams Jr. of New Jersey, Wil- 
liam Proxmire of Wisconsin; 
Quentin Burdick of North Dako- 
ta; Frank E. Moss of Utah; 
Howard M. Cannon of Nevada; 
Joseph M. Montoya of New 
Mexico; Gale McGee of Wyo- 
ming; and Philip A. Hart of 
Michigan. 


Senate Leader Mike Mansfield 


of Montana and 
Democratic 


Sens. John C. Stennis of Missis- 
sippi, Robert C. Byrd of West 
Virginia, Henry M. Jackson of 
Washington and John 0. Pa- 
store of Rhode Island also were 
re-elected. 


On the Republican side, Mi- 


nority Leader Hugh Scott of 
Pennsylvania easily won a third 
term. Other GOP winners in- 
cluded Sens. Paul Fannin of Ari- 
zona, Winston L. Prouty of Ver- 
mont and Hiram L. Fong of Ha- 
waii. Rep. William Roth won the 
Delaware seat surrendered by 
retiring GOP Sen. John J. Wil- 


liams. 


In the House, the most notable 


casualty was Rep. Allard K. 
Lowenstein of New York, leader 
of the 1968 fight to dump Presi- 
dent Lyndon B. Johnson. He 
was defeated by Republican 
Norman Lent in a rejiggered 
New York district. 


For the most part, incum- 


bents carried the day in House 
elections that left the Demo- 
crats in numerical control but 
Nixop in the^same strong .posi- 
tion on defense and foreign poli- 
cy issues he has enjoyed 'the 
past two years. 


In the only race between in- 


cumbents, a result also of the 
reapportionment in New York, 
Democrat Samuel Stratton, a 
Nixon supporter on Vietnam, 
defeated

Daniel Button in an upstate dis- 
trict. 


A veteran Republican, Rep. 


William Ayres of Ohio, was de- 
feated by Democrat John Sei- 
berling, while four-term Repub- 
lican Henry Schadeberg lost his

Wisconsin district 
to 


Democrat Les Aspin. 


The Democratic House victo- 


ry paves the way for Rep. Carl 
B. Albert of Oklahoma, re-elect- 
ed without opposition, to take 
over in January as speaker. 


The present speaker, Rep. 


John W. McCormack of Massa- 
chusetts, is retiring and will be 
succeeded in his seat by Louise 
Day Hicks, a controversial foe 
of school busing. 


A fight looms for Albert's old 


post as House majority leader. 
All of the contenders were re- 
elected, including Democratic 
Whip Hale Boggs of Louisiana 
and Reps. James G. O'Hara of 
Michigan, Morris K. Udall of 
Arizona and Daniel Rostenkow- 
ski of Illinois.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Gov. 


Winthrop Rockefeller conceded 
defeat today in his bid for re- 
election to a third term as gov- 
ernor. 


The Republican governor lost 


in Tuesday's general election to 
Democrat Dale Bumpers. 


Rockefeller sent a telegram 


to Bumpers this morning con- 
gratulating him on his victory. 


"I will cooperate with you to 


make the transition of the peo- 
ple's government the most or- 
derly and efficient possible," 
Rockefeller said. 


"It was never easy for me to 


win; now it's not easy to close," 
the governor said in a prepared 
statement. "I congratulate Mr. 
Bumpers. I will cooperate with 
him ..." 


Rockefeller said he was "very 


proud" of his administration 
and "the people who have 
served it. I believe that the 
years ahead will show that this 
commitment to high goals, to 
hard work, and to honorable 
conduct in office brought things 
of lasting good to our state gov- 
ernment." 


The governor said he would 


be "everlastingly grateful" to 
his many loyal workers and 
supporters. 


"I've given the best I have, 


and my head is up," he said. 


The statement 
was 
issued 


through Rockefeller's press sec- 
retary, William Conley. Rocke- 
feller has stayed in the gover- 
nor's mansion. He has not 
made a statement in public 
since the voting.

the visible damage "could only 
have been caused by rocks or 
other hard objects." 


Arthur Godfrey, deputy spe- 


cial agent in charge of presiden- 
tial protection, said that at a 
guess the vehicle was hit 10 
times while running a gauntlet 
of missile-throwing dissidents. 


Following statements that re- 


ports of the violence were exag- 
gerated, the Secret Service took 
a group of newsmen to the 
Western White House and asked 
them to inspect the vehicle 
which came under attack on 
Thursday 
night 
following 
a 


speech by the President. 


The inspection showed the 


limousine was marred or dented 
in several places. 


San Jose Police Chief Ray 


Blackmore had said Monday the 
President never was in danger, 
only a few rocks were thrown 
and reports of the violence had 
been exaggerated. 


Elaborating Tuesday, Black- 


more said, "I was in the lead 
car and it wasn't hit. The Presi- 
dent was in the second car right 
behind me and I have verified 
that it was hit several times and 
had to be repaired."

Proposal to 
Lower Voting 
Age Rejected

WASHINGTON (AP) - Pro- 


posals to lower the voting age 
were rejected in most of the 15 
states where the question was 
on the ballot Tuesday. And 
while Texans voted to permit 
saloons 
to 
reopen 
Kansans 


voiced a resounding "no." 


There were at least 400 such 


special measures on the ballots 
in 45 states, and the other re- 
sults—without the vote count 
complete—included these key 
ones: 


—Massachusetts voters sup- 


ported 
President 
Nixon's 


planned withdrawal from Viet- 
nam 
over 
alternatives 
of 


immediate withdrawal or a 
drive for a military victory. 


—Virginians, by a close vote, 


removed a ban on lotteries from 
their state constitution, opening 
up the way for possible horse 
racing and pari-mutuel betting. 
But Arizona voters turned down 
a lottery proposition. 


—Washington 'State voters ap- 


proved a measure to legalize 
abortions performed by licenses 
physicians in accredited hospi- 
tals or other medical facilities. 


—Marylanders 
approved 
a 


constitutional 
amendment to 


permit voluntary prayers in 
public schools. In Nebraska, a 
proposal to permit state aid to 
private and parochial schools 
was rejected. Michigan voters 
were approving a ban on paying 
salaries of parochial school 
teachers. 


With the vote count incom- 


plete it appeared that Maine 
and Nebraska approved of low- 
ering the voting age from 21 to 
20, Montana and Massachusetts 
to lower it to 19 and Alaska to 
drop it from 19 to 18. 


But voters in Washington, Col- 


orado, Wyoming, South Dakota, 
New Jersey and Minnesota ap- 
parently voted against lowering 
it to 19 and Connecticut, Flori- 
da, Michigan and Hawaii voted 
down proposals for an 18-year-

Constitution 
Proposal Is 
Defeated 
LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


proposed new state constitution, 
easily the most far-reaching 
proposal on the general election 
ballot, was defeated in Tues- 
day's general election. 


Two other acts on the ballot, 


one to repeal the state's full- 
crew train laws and one to pro- 
vide for a state library build- 
ing, also were defeated. 


With 2,133 of 2,453 precincts 


reported, there were 126,092 
votes for the constitution to 
179,938 against.

left, in the Marion, which has 
been the political hub in cam- 
paigas gone by, but has been 
abandoned as a hotel.

Bumpers said at one point 


that he was pleased to hear 
that Rockefeller had said he 
would continue to work for the 
benefit of the people of Arkan- 
sas no matter what the out- 
come of the election. 


"I also want, to say I think 


Governor Rockefeller has made 
a very worthy contribution to 
this state both as a citizen and 
as governor. Certainly, he has 
accomplished many things for 
the people of Arkansas in his 
tenure as governor," Bumpers 
said.

I.t. Gov. Maurice Britt said 
early in the evening, as Bump- 
ers jumped into the lead, that 
Rockefeller has always trailed 
in the first returns. 


Britt assured campaign sup-

At about 10 p.m., Britt came 


downstairs from his suite where 
he had been watching the re- 
turns on television and urged 
pollpoll workers to continue to 
count the ballots because all 
was not lost.

that Sterling R. Cockrill 
Jr.

Cockrill, the former speaker 


of the house as a Democrat, 
joined the GOP this year and 
was thought to be Rockefeller's 
heir apparent by some political 
observers. 


After midnight, the Rev. R. 


J. Hampton, who was defeated 
by Rockefeller for the GOP 
nomination, 
predicted 
that 


Rockefeller would run again in 
1972 "with a full slate of candi- 
dates." 


Hampton, a Negro, said that 


Rockefeller 
was 
"arogant 


enough" to run again for office 
because "Rockefellers are just 
not defeated." 


Hampton, who was visiting 


several candidates' 
headquar- 


ters, said that Rockefeller was 
"not a bad governor, but was a 
bad governor in light of what 
he was capable of doing." He 
said that the governor was work- 
ing at only five to 10 per cent of 
his capabilities. 


When informed of Hampton's 


remarks, one of Rockefeller's 
aides lowered 
his eyes 
and 


shook his head. 


"He's tired . . . He's had six 


years (in politics) . . . He won't 
be back." 


However, he said Rockefeller 


would continue to work for the 
party.

Nevertheless, the court found 


him guilty of larceny, as charged. 
The judge said the offense was 
complete when he took full pos- 
session of the wallet and began 
moving it out of the victim's 
pocket. 


The crime of larceny requires 


both a taking (even for a short 
time) and a carrying away (even 
for a short distance). Nothing 
less will do. Thus: 


A prudent woman shopper kept 


her purse in a coat pocket, tied 
by a string to the inside of the 
pocket. Here, too, a man was 
caught in the act of lifting the 
purse out. 


Bui this time, the court held 


him guilty of attempt only, not 
larceny. The court said that be- 
cause of the string binding the 
purse to its owner, the defendant 
had never gotten it fully into his 
possession. 


What about a would-be shop- 


lifter who never gets the mer- 
chandise out of the store? Con- 
sider this case: 


A woman pushing a shopping 


cart took a package of beef out 
of the freezer. But instead of 
dropping it in the cart with her 
other items, she slipped it inside 
her purse. An observant employ- 
ee caught up with her just before 
she reached the checkout stand. 


When she was unable to ex- 


plain her conduct, the woman 
was arrested on a charge of lar- 
ceny. At the trial, she insisted 
that she could not be convicted 
because she had never gotten the 
beef out of the store. 


But the court held her guilty 


anyhow. The judge said she had 
taken "complete and exclusive 
control" of the package by plac- 
ing it inside her purse. 


"The fact that the possession 


was brief," said the court, "is 
immaterial."
